Cook reached the goal, merely that 
It would be feasible for a competitor 
to do so without bis knowledge in 
case they traveled, by widely separ- 
ated trails. 

To show that Peary reaffirms his 
claim to the title of discoverer, ue 
went on; 

"I am bolding my proofs to sub- 
mit them to the international polar 
convention, and thus controvert Dr. 
Cook’s claims." 

Prof. Donald McMillan, who was 
sent back because his feet were se- 
verely frost bitten, has entirely re- 
covered.

brother, Father George McCloskey 
wag appointed rector here in Septem- 
ber, 1847, and Father William was 
made his assistant. Father George 
was rector for more than twenty 
years, and In order to distinguish the 
brother* and because he was so be- 
loved. he was called "Father Oeorge" 
by everyone. During hi* time this 
parish became one of the most im- 
portant in New York City. But like 
all downtown parishes, U was dimin- 
ished by the InAux of the Jew* In 
that neighborhood, though it still re- 
quires the service* of two priests to 
minister to the need* of tbe congre- 
gation.

Bishop McCloakey was a man of 
vary simple habits.

JAPAN COMMITTING HARI-KARI. 

If Japan Is closing the door Hi 
Manchuria, the way Frederick Has- 
kins say’s It Is. we need only bide our 
time for Japan to reaip the whirl- 
wind. He says that the royal family 
is Interested in all big corporations 
doing business in Asia in such a 
way that if profit Is made the divi- 
dends go Into tiie privy purse, and if 
the ventures lose the losses come of 
the Imperial funds raised by taxation. 
The advantage of this scheme is that 
steamship lines to the main land are 
heavily subsidised and carry Japanese 
goods there cheaper than American 
goods are delivered: Japanese goods 
are smuggled In duty free ami re- 
bates are given these royally patron- 
ized concerns.
